This statement indicates that 
there are shepherds that are 
not good. These are referred to 
in Ezekiel 34, with the 
statement ‘‘Woe to the shep- 
herds * * * that do feed them- 
selves! should not the shepherds 
feed the flocks? Ye eat the fat 
and clothe you with the wool 
* * * the diseased have ye not 
strengthened, neither have 
healed that which was sick.” 

While these statements refer 
primarily to Israel and to the 
priests and leaders of the na- 
tion and to their Pharisaical re- 
ligion, it also applies to formal 
religion over against the true 
Christian religion of today. The 
man who has entered the min- 
istry for no other purpose than 
for the money he gets out of 
it is the man that clothes him- 
self with the wool and eats the 
fat, but his interest is not in his 
members, he does not visit 


- them, neither does he pray for 


them when they are sick, but 
his business is to eoerce or drive 
them at will and plan to elicit 
all the money lie can from them. 

A shepherd like this scatters 
the sheep, they could not pos- 
sibly love the pastor. 

The Lord says, “I will give you 
pastors that will feed you with 
knowledge.” 


He Goes Before Us 

Now let us look for a real 
pastor. The text says, mi am 
the good shepherd.” This of 
course has reference to Jesus. 

Abel seems to have been the 
first shepherd attending sheep 
but he lost his life. A real 
shepherd or pastor will not 
have easy sailing, but his is a 
life of toil and anxiety for his 
flock. If one is about to be 
overcome by the lion (Satan) 
the pastor goes to him and 
makes an effort to rescue him. 
If a little lamb is about to be 
captured by a wolf, (a so-called 
preacher, wolf in sheep cloth- 
ing) he makes every effort to 
hold the lamb from destruction. 
He sympathizes with the broken 
hearted, he visits the sick and 
prays for them till deliverance 
comes in some way. 

Jesus is the example. “He 
goeth before them, and the 
sheep follow him: for they know 
his voice.” 

Notice the picture, Jesus is in 
front of the sheep leading them, 
or trying to tole them along, He 
does not try to drive them. They 
know His voice and are glad to 
follow Him. Why are they glad 
to follow? Because they are 
not afraid of Him, but love Him. 
He does not turn on them and 
throw stones at them at every 
turn of the lane, neither does 
He club them every time one 
bleats, neither does He kick and 
abuse one if it happens to fall 
by the way during the march, 
but gently and kindly places it 
on His shoulder and carries it 
along.

with the saints of God though 
they be of another fold. If we 
could realize His love to us, and 
that He cares for us as a shep- 
herd tenderly cares for his 
sheep, we surely would confide 
in Him and draw nearer to Him, 

“He goeth before them.” Let 
us notice how He has gone be- 
fore us. He forsook Father, 
and heaven with all its bliss to 
bless others. We only can bless 
others as we follow in His foot- 
steps. We are to forsake fath- 
er, mother, houses, lands, 
friends, relatives, in fact, we 
must love the Lord above every- 


thing else if we as sheep would 


follow Him who has gone be- 


| fore us. 





He said, “Be ye holy even as 
I am holy.” In this He has 
gone before us, and if we follow 
in His foot-steps we must ob- 
tain the experience of holiness. 
He went before us to the river 
and was immersed and after 
showing His willingness to ful- 
fill all righteousness He _ re- 
ceived the Holy Ghost, and at 
the same time the voice was 
heard magnifying the Son of 
God. 

Do we realize that He as a 
tender shepherd has gone _ be- 
fore us? If so let us endeavor 
to walk closely in His footsteps. 
He went before us in praying 
for the sick and casting out 
devils. He went before us 
when He magnified the Church 
and said, “The gates of hell 
shall not prevail against it.”

The definition given for worry 
in the Universal ‘dictionary is: 
tear, or mahgle with the teeth; 
to trouble with anxiety or care; 
vex or annoy; tease: harass; to 
feel or express undue anxiety, to 
be fretful; fight as dogs; haras- 
sing trouble; perplexity. Web- 
ster says it is: to tear in pieces; 
to harrass; to tease; anxiety; 
trouble; perplexity. 

And so we see it has an ugly 
name, and is by no means agree- 
able company. It is a hob-gob- 
lin with great imaginary teeth, 
ready to tear and mangle, and 
we lay quivering at his feet, 
harrassed, vexed, teased and 
troubled. 


A writer on Self Culture says: 
“Worry is an expressed indul- 
gence and is nothing but a di- 
luted, dubbing fear, long drawn 
out.” 

The Apostle Paul gave a good 
remedy for this monster: “Be 
careful (anxious) for nothing; 
but in everything by prayer and 
supplication, with thanksgiving, 
let your requests be made 
known unto God. And the peace 
of God, that passeth all under- 
standing, (and some one says. 
“All misunderstandings’”’) shall 
keep (as guard) your hearts,” 
(the will) which is the govern- 
ing of yourself for you must 
know that you are controlled 
entirely by this general who 
commands your entire being. 
What you will to be, that you 
are, and what you will to do, 
that you do. And right here let 
me quote another Scripture, 
“Work out your own salvation 
with fear and trembling; for it 
is God which worketh in you 
both to will and to do of His 
good __ pleasure.”

Text. Gal. 6:9. “And let us 
not be weary in well doing; for 
in due season we Shall reap, if 
we faint not.”

Well, the 
result of it is that in my early 
dayslaccumulated old bouquets, 
love letters and other things too 
numerous to mention. 

One day my wife made a bon- 
fire of the whole thing.

Missionary From Bermuda 
Islands Reports Victory 





No doubt, many of you are 
wondering about what the pros- 
pects are for the Church of God 
in these islands; so just these 
few lines at this time, will suf- 
fice for the present, I feel. At 
any rate I do not wish to take 
up too much valuable space in 
the paper, when others have 
more and. better things to re- 
port. 


We left home Nov. 26, en- 
route for New York City, where 
we boarded the fast Furness- 
Bermuda Line, Steamer Fort 
Victoria, which carried us safe- 
ly across the seven hundred 
mile stretch of ocean, landing 
on Nov. 30. 

The first six weeks were spent 
im personal work, visiting the 
sick, hunting up old acquaint- 
ances, and making new ones as 
we went; at the same time look- 
ing for a place to open up a 
mission. 

During this time we enjoyed 
several good services, in the 
meeting conducted by Brother 
Thos.

Henry Saisey, Pentecostal Peo- 
ple who have a good work start- 
ed here. We also met Elder 
Lum and wife, who are here in 
the work from the States. 


We have been rewarded now 
in securing a place to hold ser- 
vices, and opened up a Church 
of God Mission, on January 9. 
Interest is good, to start with. 
Brothers Brown and Bramble, 
who feel called’ in the ministry 
and have been blessed some- 
what along these lines, have 
taken their stand with us for 
the Church of God, together 





with their good wives. 

There are several of the lay} 
members who have taken a de- 
cided stand for the church, also | 
with others looking this way, so 
it looks very favorable for 
setting a Church in order at an | 


early date. | 


I request your prayers, that I | 
may always do the right thing ;

Preach Sound Doctrine 


BRENTWOOD, Ga.—After 
preaching about forty two ser- 
mons in succession without mis- 
sing a day, I can still see con- 
fusion over the Scriptures In 
the churches where I have been. 
We find if we preach God’s Word 
in its fulness somebody will 
complain of the doctrine. 

3eing in one place for about 
ten days we noticed there was 
confusion among them in this, 
that they could not agree on the 
doctrine even though they claim 
to have the spirit of truth to 
teach them. 

Some disbelieved eternal 
punishment for the wicked while 
others could see no light on 
church government in the Bible. 
We find that there should be 
no schism in the body of Christ 
so we are made to ask, “Is this 
the same Holy Ghost that 
brought oneness on the day of 
Pentecost? Is Christ divided? 
This we can’t believe for we 
read where the Lord said, “If 
any man will do His will, he 
shall know of the doctrine.” But 
some people say, “How shall we 
stand?” The great ‘apostle firm- 
ly says, “having done all to 
stand. Stand therefore, having 
your loins girt about with 
truth.” Our Lord also said that 
we should know the truth and 
the truth should make us free. 
Therefore we should be free 
from our own ideas and opin- 
ions for the Word has no private 
interpretations.
